Examiner stated that there was more than one flow path from the upper working chamber to the reserve chamber (including the path 
from the upper working chamber to the lower working chamber and then through valve 42 to the reserve chamber) because lines 3-5 
from the bottom of claim 1 recite that the there is a second flow path M for controlling flow from said lower working chamber to said 
reserve chamber." Applicant now argues in the last line of pg. 2 of the remarks to the first line of pg. 3 that the the fluid flow path from 
the lower working chamber into the reserve chamber is not possible. Upon further review, Examiner agrees that the fluid flow path is not 
possible in light of the description of valve 42 as a one-way check valve in paragraph [0015] in the published application Examiner 
maintains the 1 12 first rejection and the drawing objection since the originally filed disclosure failed to include or show the limitation of a 
second fluid flow path controlling flow from the lower working chamber to the reserve chamber. In fact, the originally filed disclosure 
teaches away from the claimed recitation since, as Applicant pointed out, the recited flow is not possible. 
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
